There the young couple are expected to live under 
patriarckal rule, the master of t!«: house buying 
what is needful, and the mistress and her daughters 
adapting it to use. Their lives are an unceasing 
round of drudgery. They seldom have beds and 
their food is of the coarsest and plainest descrip- 
tion. 


Bur one naturally supposes that lifein sunny 
Italy must necessarily have At least something to 
make it gay, but such, it would seem, is not the case 
among the peasants. The women live dreadful 
lives, but still a shade less hopeless than those of 
the men. When they are l4or 15 they take part in 
the field work during the day, and at night they 
catch fish and frogs in the Marshes. At 30 they are 
middle-aged, old at 40, and decrepid, wrinkled, 
bent and the color of parchment at 50. They are 
not generally cleanly in their habits—indeed, many 
villages in the hill region are noted for their exces- 
sive filth. The Italian Government recently appoint- 
ed a commission to inquire into the condition of the 
peasants, and their report says: ‘The labore7s us- 
ually have many children, and, indeed, they have 
nothing else.” The men rise at 
2 a m. im summer and 4a. m. in 
winter, and work from twelve to fourteen hours per 
day. When iil the hospital receives them, when old 
and unfit for work they are forsaken by all. Re- 
membering all this the number of peanut men 
and organ-grinders which infest Amefica is not so 
remarkable. 


SpzAKING of pea-nut men calls to mind that some 
eople here in St. Louis have accumulated quite a

Amone Mr. Yates’ most absurd remarks is the 
following: “Absolute dignity of manner is un- 
known to the American girl. She learns deport- 
ment, of course ~—the result being that she holds her 
back extraordinarily stiff and straight, and carries 
her head very high; but the slow gliding 
movement of a highly bred French or Ltalian 
grande dame (for it must be confessed that the for- 
eigners surpass the English in grace of bearing) is a 
thing that highly astonishes her, while it wins her 
reluctant admiration. She cannot walk slowly to 
save her life. She skims along the street like an im- 
portant little water wagtail. very prettily, but al- 
ways more or less fussily. Sheclingsto the belief 
that stiffness of back constitutes elegance of car- 
riage; ignoring. or, perhaps, not knowing, that the 
lithe turn of a woman's waist aad the supple curve 
of her back are charms that attract the painter's 
brush and the scul ‘s chisel.” That an English- 
man should say this makes it allthe more ridicu- 
lous, for his own countrywomen are noted for their 
stiffness of a ness. and flatness 
which amount almost to deformity. Who, in the 
traveling of the Continent, could not go into a tabie 
d’hote and pick out of the occupants of seats at 
the long tables with their backs turned toward her, 
the English women present by their flat backs?

ber of scientific men from ali parts of the civilized 
world, and will be one of the few Congresses of this 
mature held in this country, the majority of the 
meetings of this nature 
in Europe. The object, as has already been explain- 
ed, is to fix upon a common meridian for the reck- 


 -oning of longitude by all the scientific people of the 


world. As is pretty well understood, there is now 
m0 common meridian. The Department of the In- 
terior of this country reckons from the meridian of 
Washington in making its maps, yet the Naval Ob- 
gervatory and, indeed, most of the scientists of the 
country, in their observations and the notes of the 
results, use the standard of Greenwich. In most of 
the other countries there is a like corifusion from the 


lack of a uniform standard. 
“There has been a long-felt want in this line,” 


gaid Prof. Cleveland Abbe of the Signal 
Office, who is to be a member of 
thig Congress, to your’ correspondent; “one 
that has been universally felt among scientific men 
in ail countries.

Games Lost 


Rehabilitating the Oldest Cemetery in 
Washington into City Lots. 
By Telegrawh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuineéton, September 27.—The city authorities 
are causing the removal of the contents of one of 
the oldest cemeteries in Washington. Itis situate 
in the northwestern part of the city, but a short dis- 
tance from the fashionable “Dupcnt Circle,” and 
very near to Mr. Biaine’s elegant residence and 
“Stewart Castle,’ which fronts upon the circle. The 
cemetery ig one of the very oldest in the city, if not 
the oldest. The interments here began, it is said, as 
early as 1798, and there are said to be the remains 
of quite a number of the soldiers of the war of 1812 
buried in one end of it, which has not vet been 
reached by the spade of the despoiler of these last 
resting places. The cemetery, which was erected 
as such in 1798,was, until about 1820, the only one in 
the city, and was used more or lesg until 1859. 
Since that time it fallen into decay, 
the fences have disap , and probably none of 
the thousands who have strolled over it or the chil- 
dren who have used itas a gh tate in the past 
few years, have suspected that tite remains of thou- 
sands of persons rested beneath its soil. Congress 
some years ago passed an act giving the land to the 
city for school purposes: provided, first, that the 
bodies should be allremoved. Some of them—all 
that were identified by friends and descendants— 
were removed some time since. Itis estimated, 
however, that a thousand yet remain—unknown 
dead. The bones of these are to be removed now, 
in order that the city may sell the land for buildin 

irposes, applying the proceedsto the benefit o 
the school fund... A force of men have been put to 
work digging up the ground to the depth of six 
feet, and all bones found are to be hustled caged 
in huge boxes furnished for this purpose, called by 
courtesy coffins, and buried again in some other 
pees cing” There are some curious stories afloat 
among the colored Oy ergo of the vicinity about 
a serpent a thousand feet long that livesin one of 
the vaults, another about a coffin of gold containing 
the remains of a child which is still in the cemetery, 
others about petrified bodies, and others of a ghost- 
nature too numerous for detail.
